PENDING AUDIT 


Solicitor Boykin To Get 
Every Indictment Pos- 
sible Before Taking Ac- 
tion, He Announces. 


SEEKS TO AVOID 
LONG COURT FIGHT 


x-Treasurer Now Faces 
Seventeen Indictments; 
No Increase in Bond 
Asked by State. 


With a total of 17 indictments al- 
ready against him, 14 of which were 
returned by the grand jury Friday, 
Clinton S. Carnes will hot face the 
bar of justice for his long series of 
raids on the treasury of the Baptist 
home mission board until the audit of 
his accounts -has. been completed in 
every detail and the grand jury has 
passed on all evidence against him. 

This was made known definitely 
Friday afternoon by Solicitor-General 
John A. Boykin, who asked for and 
obtained the fourteen additional in- 
dictments against Carnes, which cover 
peculations as far back as 1925 and 
accuse the now jailed ex-treasurer of 
pilfering stocks and bonds valued at 
several hundred thousand dollars. 

“We are not going to try Carnes 
until I have obtained every possible 
indictment against him,” the solicitor- 
general said. “We want to elimi- 
nate a long and drawn out court bat- 
tle and believe that the matter will 
best be disposed of after all the in- 
dictments are returned.” 

Bond Not Raised. 

Mr. Boykin made no effort to have 
Carnes’ bond increased beyond the 
$150,000 set on the three indictments 
originally obtained. The solicitor said 


he did not feel that it was necessary 
inasmuch as Carnes has not made the 
original bond. : 

“There are going to be more charges 
against this man,” Mr. Boykin said. 
‘The audit still is far from complete. 
Just how many indictments there will 
be no one cam say at present, but I 
do not think that Carnes will even 
attempt to make the bond already set 
and there is no necessity for hiking 
it. If he does make the bond as set 
it will be easy enough to add to it 
on the additiona] indictments we are 
certain to obtain. The public need 
have no fear of us losing Carnes now 
that we have him. He is in for a 
good long stay—that stay will be just 
as long as I can legally make it. 

Friday’s indictments against Carnes 
cover transactions dating from May 
11, 1925, up to a few days before 
his -hurried departure from Atlanta 
on August 15 of this year. All charge 
embezzlement.

Zeppelin Attains 
Speed of 80 Miles 
On Voyage to U. S. 


60. BANKING 
ON HOOVERBOSTON 
SPEEDH FOR VOTES 


With Massachusetts 
Doubtful, Candidate 
Will Make Strong Bid 
for Support. 


Washington, October 12.—(/)— 
Spending a second day in the quiet 
of his study, Herbert Hoover today 
neared the end of his work upon the 
speech on the tariff and foreign trade 
which he is to deliver Monday night 
in Boston. 

The republican presidential candi- 
date spent but little time in his per- 
sonal headquarters on Massachusetts 
avenue, returning to his home at noon 
to pass the remainder of the day in 
grinding out the address in which 
he will launch his second offensive 
upon the industrial east. 


With Massachusetts described as 
one of the pivotal states in the elec- 
tion, the nominee probablly will make 
his appeal for the bay state electoral] 
vote one of the strongest utterances 
he yet has made in the campaign. At 
the time of its delivery the final show- 


}down will be but a seant three weeks 


away and Massachusetts leaders are 
placing much dependence in the power 
of the nominee to corral votes. Mean- 
while, they are building up a strong 
organization in the state and are lay- 
ing their plans carefully for a pow- 
erful drive during the final days of 
the campaign. 

Robert S. Weeks, chairman ‘of the 
arrangements committee for the Bos- 
ton meeting, has reported to the Hoo- 
ver headquarters that there already 
are 30,000 requests for tickets for the 
meeting Monday night. The seating 
capacity of the arena, where the can- 
didate will speak, is only 9,000 and 
plans are being made for setting up a 
battery of amplifiers which will make 
the address audible to other thou- 
sands they expect to congregate 
about the vicinity of the building. 

The only caller seen by the nomi- 
nee today was Representative Deith 
Nourse Rogers, of Massachusetts. 
who brought a report of the activities

views of the political situation there. 

Mrs. Rogets said after her talk 
with Hoover that while a depression

$150,000 CHURCH 
ADDITION PLANNED

First Presbyterian To 
Complete Huge Tower 
and To Erect Modern 
Sunday School Plant. 


Plans for enlargement of the First 
Presbyterian church with addition of a 
three-story modern Sunday school 
plant and completion of the huge 
church tower, at an expenditure of 
not less than $150,000 for construction 
costs, were made public Friday, The 
building program will be in charge of 
Dr. J. Sprole Lyons, pastor of the 
church, and Frank M. Inman. 

The Sunday school building will be 
erected on the present site of the 
manse, behind the church, which is on 
the corner of Peachtree and Sixteenth 
streets. On the first of the three floors 


it is planned to provide for the Berean 
Bible class, dining room, kitchen and 
storage rooms, in the north wing, and 
class rooms for the cradle roll and be- 
ginners’ departments, mothers’ class 
and nurses’ class room will be located 
in the south wing. 

According to the plans worked out 
by the architect, A. Ten Eyck Brown, 
the second floor will provide space for 
the young people’s department, the pri- 
mary department, choir room, secre- 
tary’s office and pastor’s study. The 
third floor will be devoted te the sen- 
ior and junior departments. ; 

It is planned to raise the large sum 
required for construction work in a

Giant Dirigible Passes 
Azores and Heads To 
Bermuda; Expects To 
Land Sunday Morning. 


ALTITUDE GIVEN 
AS 1,400 FEET 


Excellent Flying Weath- 
-er Is Recorded in Path 
of First Passenger Car- 
rying Airship. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

New York, October 13.—(Satur- 
day.)—The dirigible Graf Zeppelin, 
making the first commercial trans- 
Atlantic air crossing, this morning 
was pushing toward her goal at Lake- 
hurst, N. J., on an apparently steady 
course which had carried her far past 
the Azores. 

For the first 30 hours of her flight 
from Friedrichshafen, Dr. Hugo Eck- 
ener, commander of the world’s larg- 
est airship, had turned its nose south 
to avoid storm areas. This deviation 
from the expected course had added 
hundreds of miles to the air distance 
to his goal. 

From the Azores came a_ report 
that the dirigible was already 176 
miles west by south of Horta at 2 p. 
m., eastern standard time. Earlier it 
had been thought that it might be 
sighted there in the late afternoon, 
but the great ship, after leaving Ma- 
deira had apparently taken a 
straight course for Bermuda. 

Reaches Bermuda Today. 


The Radio Marine corporation in 
New York reported interception of 
an unsigned message which said 
“Heading straight for Bermuda. H 
weather continues good we expect to 
arrive Sunday noon,” 

If the report fromm the Azores was 
correct, it may mean that Dr. Eck- 
ener expects to berth his airship in 
the hangar awaiting her at Lakehurst 
by noon on Sunday. The Azores are 
2.056 miles from Bermuda and the 
latter is S21 miles from New York. 
If the dirigible maintains an average 
speed of 60 miles an hour it might be 
expected at the Bermudas by 8 p. m., 
eastern standard time, today (Satur- 
day) and at Lakehurst about 14 hours 
later. 

The uncertainties of air speed are 
multiplied in the case of dirigibles, 
however. During part of her early 
flight the Graf Zeppelin had made 
only 50 miles an hour and the unsign- 
ed message intercepted by the Radio 
Marine corporation said that her speed 
was then 85 miles an hour. An even 
greater variation is possible, depend- 
ing upon the strength and direction 
of winds enconntered. 


Weather Is Fine. 
During the hours when the Zeppelin 
was carefully picking its way to avoid 
the storm areas over southwestern 


Europe and its adjacent seas it had 
been frequently sighted and reported 
both by land stations and by steam-' 
ships. These reports became more | 
scattering with the fall of night and| 
with her continued progress over the| 
open sea. 

The dirigible had, however, appar-| 
ently reached a point from which she | 
could communicate by radio with 
either the United States or Europe, at 
least intermitténtly. 

The Radio Marine corporation re- 
ported that the following message, ap- 
parently from the Graf Zeppelin, was 
intercepted by the Chatham, Mass.. sta- 
tion of the corporation at 6:10 p. m. 
(eastern standard). 

“Weather is warm and summer like. 
Heading straight for Bermuda. If 
weather continues good, we expect to 
arrive Sunday noon. Speed 85 miles 
per hour. Bag mail dropped over 
Funchal, Madeira,”

FRENCH U-B0AT 
DON BOTTOM 
WITH 4d MEN 


Officials of Marine Hear 
of Accident Nine Days 
After Biggest Sub Is 
Rammed by. Ship. 


LACK OF NEWS 
CAUSED NO FEAR 


Failure To Notify Coun- 
try Brings Consterna- 
tion; Short Note Tells 
of Deaths. 


— 


Paris, October 12.—(/)—The sub- 
marine Ondine, which was to have 
been the newest unit of the strongest 
arm of the French navy, is at the bot- 
tom of the ocean and all her crew of 
three officers and 40 men are dead. 

The ministry of marine learned to- 
night that the tragedy occurred about 
midnight October 3, when the subma- 
rine was rammed off Oporto by the 
Greek cargo carrier, Aikaterini M. 
Gouldandris. The advices came _ in 
brief dispatches from the French con- 
sul at Rotterdam. 

Delay in Report. 

The ministry was totally at a loss 
to explain why the captain of the 
Greek steamer waited until today to 
report the accident. They were dum- 
founded too by the fact that he aban- 
doned a search for survivors or wreck- 
age within two liours after his steamer 
hit the Ondine. 

By the captain’s own admission, the 
night was clear and the sea was fairly 
calm. 

The ministry was prepared to*hear 
bad news respecting the Ondine be- 
cause she was three days overdue at 
her destination, which was Bizerta, the 
seaport of Tunis on the north coast 
of Africa. She was heading there on 
a trial trip which started at Cher- 
bourg on October 1. 

Official communiques of the past 
three days had expressed optimism 
because of the known ability of the 
Ondine’s commander. It was.  as- 
sumed, however, that a breakdown in 
machinery had delayed the boat and 
also prevented her from communicat- 
ing with shore stations. 

xf Nine Day’s Delay. 

Uhe naval officials were not at all 
prepared to learn that nine days had 
elapsed before report was made of the 
fate of the vessel. They weté as- 
tounded at the conduct of the Greek 
captain in this respect and they freely 
criticized him for abandoning search 
for the 43 members of the erew after 
what was considered only a cursory 
effort to find them.

FSCAPED FEDERAL 
CONVICT CAUGHT 


Basil Banghart, Who 
Figured in Sensational 
Prison Break in 1927, 
Held in Pennsylvania. 


3asil Banghart, who with two oth- 
er convicts escaped from the federal 
penitentiary in January, 1927, was 
captured at Everett, Pa., Wednesday, 
according to advice received Thurs- 
day by Deputy Warden Aderholt. Lit- 
tle additional information could be 
obtained from prison officials Thurs- 
day night and it is not known wheth- 
er Banghart is being held in Penn- 
sylvania on charges there or will be 
sent here at once. With his capture 
all three fugitives are now back in the 
hands of the law. 

Banghart figured in one of the most 
sensational breaks for freedom in the 
history of the Atlanta prisof when 


he, Albert Rosenberg, and Fred Me- 
Goldrick sawed through a steel bar 
in a cell block window, jumped to the 
ground and dashed across a brilliant- 
ly illuminated lawn after one of their 
number had -een shot by a guard 
while in the act of jumping. Two 
other men, Joseph C. Lauzon and Joe 
Urbaytis, were recaptured in the cell 
corridor and it was thought that they 
were also planning to escape but lost 
their nerve when the shooting started, 

Investigation after the escape dis- 
covered a small quantity of soap and 
a towel used to deaden the sound of 
the hacksaw. These were on a win- 
dow ledge about 20 feet above the 
floor. The cut in the bar was fresh 
and was thought to have been done by 
Banghart, whose duties as a window 
cleaner in the cell block gave him 
an opportunity to do the necessary 


work. 

McGoldrick, who sprained his ankle 
in leaping from the window, was 
captured shortly after near Fort Me- 
Pherson and is still in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Rosenberg, who was known as one 
of the cleverest of mail thieves on 
record, had sted that he would 
make the United States. “pay him one 
million dollars for every year he spent 
in the pen”? and much apprehension 
was felt lest he should try to make 
good his threat somewhere in this vi- 
cinity but his next venture proved his 
undoing.

“Governor Smith has deliberately 
made the question of state control of 
liquor traffic the paramount issue in 
this campaign. His Milwaukee 
speech opened the campagin upon this 
question in the wet states of the west, 
north and east, and from now on in 
those sections it will wax and be al- 
most exelusively on thegquestion of

Official ballots under the Neill elec- 
tion law will carry the democratic 
state nominees directly under the 
democratic national ticket, while the 
national tickets of other parties will 
be placed in parallel columns at right 
angles to the democratic column, Gov- 
ernor L. G. Hardman decided Friday 
after a conference with democratic 
and republican leaders.

Cold Wave Wreaks Havoc 
- With Automobile 
Tourists. 


Denver, October 12.—(#)—Winter 
gripped the northern Rocky mountain 
region today wreaking havoc with au- 
tomobile tourists, delaying the air 
mail and coveting parts of Montana 
and Wyoming with snow more than 
a foot deep. 

The cold wave was spreading east 
and west of the continental divide, 
and even brought snow flurries to 
southern California. 

More than 50 automobile tourists, 
marooned on the Lincoln highway, 


were rescued early today as the result 
of the heroism of ‘an unidentified 
woman who pushed through to Rock 
Springs, Wyo., and formed a relief 
“arty to go to the aid of cars stalled 
petietien axter Station and Bitter- 
creek, Wyo. 

A score of volunteers in trucks 
fought their way through a blinding 
snowstorm to the tourists. The bliz- 
yard blocked the highway and caused 
intense suffering from cold. The res- 
cuers worked for more than four hours 
to extricate the cars. 

Frank Meecham, Salt Lake City, 
said he had given up hope when the 
rescue party arrived, and he was in 
a serious condition when he was pull- 
ed from the drifts early this morning. 

C. Stankey, Detroit, en route to 
Australia, narrowly escaped freezing 
to death. He was found = walking 
aimlessly down the snow-driven road, 
and was so benumbed by the cold 
that & package he carried had to be 
pried from his hand. 

Wroming bore the brunt of the cold 
wave offensive on autumn’s 
ening ramparts. Mail planes 
held up at Rock Springs and their 
eargoes sent on by trains’ which, 
themselves, were delayed by the storm. 
Kighteen inches of snow fell at Lan- 
der.

Washington, October 12.—()\—The 
record of the federal trade commis- 
sion's power investigation was

Operation Is Successful and 
Patient Will Soon Be 
Well. 


Los Angeles, October 12.—(4)—Dr. 
Robert .Meals, young Hollywood sur- 
geon, who three days ago removed his 
own appendix, today said he felt well 
enough to get up and walk, and “I 
would do so now instead of waiting 
the necessary ten days if I thought it 
would be safe.” 

Neither econonty, necessity, nor de- 
sire for publicity prompted his self- 
operation, the doctor said. Rather the 
operation Was an- experiment to verify 
his previous . conclusion that the 
“shock” which most patients suffer 
from cperations was due largely to 
anesthesia rather than the operation 
itself. 

This theory, he said, had been cor- 
roborated. 

Such an operation has been perform- 
ed only two or three times before in 
surgical history, doctors said. 

So reluctant were hospitals to be the 
scene of the experiment that Dr. Meals 
said he was refused permission to car- 
ry it out at two of the larger institu- 
tions here and consent to enter a third 
wes given only after a promise that 
there would be no publicity given the 
hospital. 

Dr. Meats was assisted by a friend. 
Dr. J. Norton Nichols, who helped lo- 
eate the appendix, which was in an 
unusual position, and to loosen it from 
en to the back of the abdominal 
wall.

He wore the usual rubber 
gloves and with his own hands pro- 
ceeded as though he were operating on 
a patient under anaesthesia, Through- 
out the operation the surgeons carried 
on a conversation, Meals said. 

A local anaesthetic was applied but 
the surgeon-patiehit was subjected to 
considerable pain due to inability to 
anaesthetize the inner organs.

Atlanta Public School Pupils a 
Will Hear Damrosch Concert © 


Pupils attending the Atlanta public 


schools will hear the first Walter Dam- 
rosch,. concert Thursday, October 26, 
beginning the series of 48 concerts to 
be put on the air. This celebrated 
musician is bending every effort to 
bring symphonic music to the school 
children of the United States. He has 
worked out the details of his plan, 
and the concerts will be broadcast in 
four series,’ graded: ‘according to the 
mental development of children and 
young people from. the third grade 
through high school. and college. 
Works Out Plan. 

It is Mr. Damrosch’s plan to popu- 
larize the best in music, and the pro- 
grams for these 48 concerts are made 
up entirely of the works of great mas- 
ters. 

First, the children will be introduced 
to the orchestra. They will learn to 
recognize the various instruments—to 
distinguish the sound of the piccolo 
rfrom that of the flute, the trumpet 
from the horn, the viola from the vio- 
lin—(there are lots of us grown chil- 
dren who have not yet learned to do 
this.) He will also explain what there 
is about the musie of the oboe that 
makes a composer write sad passages 
for this instrument; why the music 
for the flute is usually light and gay; 
why the trombone is used for solemn 
effects and the trumpet for war and 
conflict. 

In the first series, which has been 
planned for children of the third and 
fourth grades, one complete concert 
will be devoted to bringing out the 
quality of the percussion instruments, 
another demonstrates the flute and 
clarinet, and still another the English 
horn, bassoon and oboe. Additional 
programs have such headings as “Ani- 
mals in Musie,” “Fairies in Music,” 
“Nature in Music.” 

To the older boys and girls Mr. Dam- 
rosch will explain to a limited degree 
the ferms which the great composers 
used, showing them the elements of the 
symphony, the symphonic poem, the 
rondo, but not in tee technical a way. 

Develop Appreciation. 

The whole purpose of the series is 
to develop a real love and appreciation 
of music. Mr. Damrosch hopes to 
show his young listeners that music 
is a language of suc. emotions as they 
experience from day to day—joy, sor- 
row, laughter, singing, dancing—and 
once they discover this, music will no 
longer seem strange to them.

The District of Columbia supreme

SUPREME COURT 
TO DECIDE COUNTY 
DEBT ARGUMENT 


Fort Valley, Ga., October 12.— 
(Special )—Litigation between Hous- 
ton and Peach counties, involving a 
debt of approximately $57,000, which 
is claimed to have been owed by Hous- 
ton before the county of Peach was 
created in 1924 has been carried to 
the Georgia supreme court. 

Houston filed suit against Peach, 
alleging Peach county to be obligat- 
ed for half of the debt. Peach coun- 
ty demurred to the Houston suit, al- 
leging that the entire debt of the orig- 
inal county of Houston had been wip- 
ed out when the 1924 taxes were col- 
lected. That collection, made in 4925, 
approximately amounted to $75,000. 
Besides wiping out the debt, Peach 
county claims that $17,000 was left 
in the treasury. 

Judge Malcolm Jones, who heard 
the case, filed his decision in the lew- 
er court, in which he dismissed the 
action on demurrer of Peach, holding 
that there now exists no mutual debt, 
it having been paid with the collection 
of the 1924 taxes. 

The case was then taken to the 
higher court.

NIGHT CLUB VISITOR 
GET SERIOUS WARNING 


Says 


New York Offic‘al 
Clubs Are Criminal 


Hangouts. 


New York, October 12.—(4)—Dis- 
trict Attorney Joeb H. Banton today 
warned prospective night club  visi- 
tors that many of the ciubs are run 
by persons with criminal reeords and 
that they are the rendezvous of crim- 
inals. 

“Persons who patronize night clubs 


associate with criminals of the worst 
type,” he said. “The right clubs are 
hangouts of criminals who watch for 
women with jewelry and men with 
money, follow them when they leave 
and rob them or else blackmail them.” 

The victims, he said, usually are 
people from out of town and the 
police hands are tied because of the 
victims’ refusal to prosecute, in fear 
of the resulting notoriety. 

The district attorney's statement 
was made in connection with an in- 
vestigation into the death of Bessie 
Poole, a former actress, after a visit 
to the Chez Florence, a mid-town 
night club. One report is that her 
death followed a fight at the club, 
although the physician who attended 
her said death was due to natural 
causes, 

Chief Assistant District Attorney 
Pecora said he had obtained informa- 
tion that the Volstead act was vio- 
lated in the Chez Florence and that 
he had turned the information over 
to federal prohibition authorities. 

One night club manager, Daniel 
Ferrisi, of the Don Royal, was held 
for the grand jury without bail yes- 
terday charged with robbing a _ pa- 
tron of his club of $15 in cash and 
$80 in express money orders.

St. Louis, October 12.—(4)—Dr.
